Daring these times when there is 


gerforal complaint of depression and 
shrinkage in Eureka it ia not a bad 
idea to look about and see whether 
the situation is an discouraging as it 
appears to the croakers. In conver- 
sation last evening with n gentleman 
•who is ia position to know pretty 
well what money is disbursed in the 
camp, he gave it aa his opinion that 
at least $110,000 ore paid out in 
Eureka every month, a vary large 
part of which is spent right here in 
town. This excludes all 
moneys 


paid out by tho E. & P. Railroad, 
which is a considerable sum as well 
as all other moneys disbursed by the 
business houses in the camp. In 
other words, it is his estimate that 
the mining companies iu this district 
olone pay but at least $110,000 per 
month. Ho says that, to start with, 
tbe Richmond and Eureka Con. 
mines aro paying out not less than 
840,000 per month for custom ores. 
We believe he placed his figures in 
tbis instance quite low, at any rate 
within safe bounds. To this item 
add the expense of coal, which ia 
very great, and what ia paid to the 
laborers and for other running ex- 
penses, tbe Eiohmond and Eareka 
Con. Companies, he estimates, dis 
buraed $100,000 per month. The 
other S10.-000 he says will hardly 
cover the amount paid out by the 
numerous small mines that are beiup 
worked by a few luinoro each in al- 
most every part of the district. This 
calculation, it must be held in mind, 
is made applicable to tho present, 
while tho camp is undergoing one of 
the worst spells of depression that it 
has suffered for a number of years. 
The stoppage of werk at the Locan 
shaft and in the Eureka tunnel 
makes a big difference in the amount 
of money put into circulation month 
ly. The trouble that we are just now 
in in these respects we have good 
reason to expect will soon be re- 
moved. 
Bat when we add to the 


monthly disbursements of the E. & 
P. Eailroad, the salaries of county 
officers, the salaries of men and 
women in every sore of business and 
labor, it must ba seen at a glance 
that there is plenty of money chang- 
ing hands here to give good, whole- 
some life to nny town of the size of 
Eareka.

That tli» Carson Footprints Are 
Mot Entitled to tho ^Distinction 
of Hnvlitjg Been Made in I>reh:«- 
toric Titties.

Conductor William M. Havener, of 


the Virginia and Truckee Railroad, 
who is tho owner of one of tho finest 
mitieralogioal and geological collec- 
tions in Nevada, and who has urn-Jo a 
study of anthropology, hus beon in- 
vestigating in'his leisure hours the 
Carson footprints and alleged prehis- 
toric relics dug up at the Stato Prison 
quarry, and has reached a conclusion 
in respect to them entirely different 
from that hdld by the savants from 
California and tho Bust who have 
been -wrestling with tho problem. 
Professor Havenor is, we understand, 
preparing a paper ou tho subject, 
which he intends to rend at the next 
meeting of tho Nevada Academy of 
Sciences, of which ho ia tho honored 
President. 
Meanwhile he has ad- 


dressed the following communication, 
embodying his views in regard to the 
aforesaid fossils, etc,, to Warden 
Bell, who had forwarded them to him 
for his isxominutiou: 


VIRGINIA, November 10, 1883. 


Hon. Frank Bell, Warden Nevada 


State Prison — Dour Sir: After closely 
examining the formation, 
fossils, 


bones, shell and sandstone, which 
yob so kindly sent mo, I have 
reason to bolievo the formation be- 
longs to a remote epoch or date from 
a period exceeding 1,000 years. 
The 


formation was caused by the Carson 
river running northwest of the short 
range of mountains that lie between 
tho present course of thp Carson 
river and the Nevada State Prison, 
the channel of tho river being not far 
from the Prison yard, and swinging 
around to the southeast at tho point 
of rocks about o.ne half mile bslow 
the Prison. 
As the channel filled 


up, the water spread over tho valley 
and formed an inland lako, tho rivor 
bringing down sand, gravel, debris 
and vegetation from the Sierras, tho 
finer alluvium being deposited below 
the Prison, and aa it filled up formud 
the luyers of sandstone ia which tha 
footprints and other tracks are found, 
the water taking up the solution of 
limo dissolved from the shells, lime 
stone and hot springs formation, 
cementing the sand. 
Tha coarser 


sand and gravel in which the fossil 
boces and tracks occur contains a 
great quantity of fine paitides of 
iron, aud by the water percolat- 
ing through it would quickly bo- 
come 
solidified. 
All 
the 
fossil 


tracks in the sandstone belong to 
the present period, with the ex- 
ception 
of the 
elephant, 
which 


at that time -inhabited Southwestern 
California, and during tha Summer 
moptlia ranged along tho series of 
springs and rivers from the Big 
Trees through Hermit, Charity and 
Faith Valleys and Carson Canyon to 
Ball's Lake (which I hava named 
after you), the present site of the 
Sjato Prison, a distance of about 
150 miles. Fossil remains of the 
olephanj have been found iu Herioit 
Valley four feot from the surface. 
The man tracks aro indisputable 
They are probably a triflo largei 
than the original, the sand being 
forced outward by tbe pressure, anc 
were those of a largo and powerfu 
tribe of Indians, who were skilled in 
warfare and in the pursuit of game, 
and, following the rivers and lakes 
roamed as far south as Owens Lake, 
We find at Washoo Lake obsidian 
arrowheads of fine workmanship 
The nearest obsidian is at White 
Mountain, about 200 miles Bouth 
showing that they migrated between 
these places, Bell's Lake, Stearnbeal 
and other hot springs being their 
natural camping grounds iu cold 
weather; and at most of these places 
mortars are to be found iu tho rocks. 
The large number of fossils found in 
the faudstone is accounted for from 
the fact that tlioy were unablo to ex- 
tricate themselves from tho -deep 
sand. Shortly after tha lake filled 
up, the channel of the river changed 
above the short range of mountains 
to its present course, and, following 
the dip of the limestone, sinks when 
it comes in contact with the aaud- 
stoae, as do other rivers in the State. 
The formation of the rocks, depth of 
natural soil, salt and borax marshes, 
lakes of brackish water and 
the 


absence of coi.1, douote a very recent, 
formation, and, in connection with 
tbe winds blowing from the west 
agamst'the summits of tha Sierras, 
lose their moisture and become so 
dry ou reaching the plains and val- 
leys that vegetation would only exist 
by irrigation, except along the rivers 
and^ springs, and would only be 
sufficient to sustain a limited amount 
of animal life. 
Much more might 


be written on this interesting sub- 
ject, but, as this is quito lengthy, I 
will close.

duty, and when the time comes when 
they have an opportunity to sell, it is 
lost through neglect of ability to gunr- 
autee title. 
A Government patent is 


accepted as a guarantee of good title. 
Before it can be procured certain forms 
have to be gone through fvnd iidvsr'is 
claims settled, so tLnt n patented chum 
is free from possible legal entangle- 
ments, BO apt to encircle those which 
have not been put to test. 


So well are these facts recognized by 


experts and capitalists, tint a very goed 
mine will often be refused if not patent- 
ed. The parties who buy unputeued 
mines now, insist oil ratninmg u part of 
the purchase money until tho patent ia 
forthcoming. 
And this is no more than 


just. 
If there is any fluw it will corns 


out during ths patent application pro- 
ceedings, though none raiiy have been 
apparent during many years of undis- 
puted 
possession. 
Instunnes 
are so 


u'unerous where fl\,ws have appeared 
that •ourchas.erB are not ante unless they 
protect *ueinselves ia some way liko 
this. Ever* miner with a claim worth 
working ought to consider it worth 
patenting. 
A gor>d mine with a poor 


title is not an enviable piece of prop- 
erty; better have a eouipar.itivoLy pool- 
mine with a good title. A man with n 
promising location which is puUnted 
will stand many more chances of seeing 
it sold than one of which be ban mtrely 
a possessory title. 
Theso {qu«KtioU8 


should be seriously considered by all 
miners, who, while developing a good 
property, should see to it that they per- 
fect a pood title also.

Tho ioa harvest 
will boon bo ut liaud, aud the True- 
kee TJumbHC Company hayu 
cou 


nluded to ia the future utilize their 
ponds. 
Th»y have two of them— 


one at the mill and the other and 
larger cue at their dam, across the 
.Truckee river. It ia eatima'ed tnat 
with theii present facilities they can 
now easily harvest about 12,000 tons. 
The location of the dam across tho 
river is admirably adapted for bar 
vesting ice, especially with tho facili 
ites possessed by the company. 
By 


their system of dams up the river 
they have perfect coBtrol of 
tbe 


waters of the Truokoo river, and 
they easily flood tha large'flat on the 
south side of the river, which will, 
at the lowest estimate, fully double 
their present manufacturing facili 
ties. For srame years past the scheme 
bas been talked of, and finally the 
company bns decided to go ahead 
with it: A large ice house with a 
storing capacity of six thousand tons 
or over, is to ba built ou tbs flat 
about midway between tha saw mill 
and the mill dum. 
Work on this 


building will bo commenced inside 
of ten days, and will be pushed 
through with all possible npeed in 
order to take advantage of the ios 
making weather. 
Truckeeites rely 


on the latter part of November and 
the first of December. All the latest 
improved tools for harvesting ice have 
been ordered from the East, and will 
be here by tha time the house is 
completed and tho ice frozen. 
The 


ico business is one of the mod ira- 
portant industries of the Truckee 
river, and the Truckee Lumber Co. 
propose to adfl this branch industry 
to its present large business, and it 
has every facility for so doing. They 
liuve a branch establishment in San 
Francisco through wbioh thev can 
haiidlo their ice. Their ponds are 
within a few steps of thoir office, and 
sidetracks are already built from tb» 
main track to within a few yards of 
where their ice honso is to be built, 
anil lastly, nod really the most im- 
portant item, is tho fact that they 
will not be ooiuoellad to keep up any 
speuial organization to put their pro 
duct on tho Sun Francisco market. 
One of the greatest items of expense 
of ioa men on the Truckle river ia tho 
trouble of procuring tho pecossary 
help to harvest tho ice when the 
proper time comes 
But this annoy • 


anco the Truckee Lumber Company 
will not experience, for they always 
have a large number of rnun in their 
employ, and oau handle almost any 
amount of ico tn a short time. It is 
unoihcr Meadow Luke enterprise, 
and it will ndil just that much more 
to her taxable properly.
